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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 
1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1,2,6 and 7, drawn to a catalyst layer formed on the cooling fins 
for air cooling a cylinder portion of an engine, classified in class 123, 
subclass 41.69. 

II. Claims 3 and 8, drawn to a vehicle body cover with a catalyst layer formed 
on the inner surface of an air flow passage, classified in class 423, 
subclass 219. 

III. Claims 4 and 9, drawn to an air cleaner with a catalyst layer disposed 
within, classified in class 123, subclass 198E. 

IV. Claims 5 and 10, drawn to a transmission casing in a belt type CVT with a 
catalyst layer provided within the casing, classified in class 74, subclass 
606R. 

V. Claims 1 1-20, drawn to a catalyst layer disposed between an air intake 
passage and an engine, classified in class 123, subclass 539. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: the 
catalyst layer is applied to different components and structures found in a motor vehicle 
and each of the above inventions are individually capable of acting as an atmospheric 
pollutant treatment structure. 
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2. Inventions I, II, III, IV and V are directed to related products. The related 
inventions are distinct if the (1) the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use 
together or can have a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect; 
(2) the inventions do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; and (3) the 
inventions as claimed are not obvious variants. See MPEP § 806. 05Q*). In the instant 
case, the inventions as claimed have a materially different design. Furthermore, the 
inventions as claimed do not encompass overlapping subject matter and there is 
nothing of record to show them to be obvious variants. 

3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 
different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
